While an absolute ruler, Mr. Sloaa Is 
noted for bis fatherly watchfulness over 
his oldest and moat faithful employees, 
to whom be extends all sorts of delicate 
kindnesses, usually disguised as im¬ 
perative orders, * given with eccentric 
bloutness, aa If ths old patriarch were 
ashamed to show that there is any ten¬ 
derness in bla makeup. 


In 1580 the Agores came under the 
power of 8pain, and in the history of 
the next twenty years their name is fr** 
qnent as the favorite battleground of 
the English and Spanish fleets.

and the giant wall of the Andes. And 
hither, when England too began to turn 
her eyes to El Dorado, came the great 
war galleons of Spain and Portugal I* 
meet these precious cargoes and convoy 
them safe into Lisbon or Cadiz before 
those terrible English sea wolves could 
get scent of the prize.—Macmillan's 
Magazine. 


Important Advl 

A gentleman who believed that to aa 
important extent clothes made the man, 
even when the man is a royal personage, 
visited the Comte de Chambord at Frohs* 
dorf a few years ago. The Comte de 
Chambord was the grandson of Charle# 
X, the last Bourbon king of France, and 
the French Royalists called him Henri 
V, and hoped, until his death, in 1883, to 
restore him to the throne. The mar¬ 
quis, of whom this story is told, was a 
Parisian, a man of fashion and an ar 
dent Royalist. The Comte de Chambord

"Sire—monseigneur,” he stammered, "I 
think you had better give up your Ger¬ 
man tailor and have your trousers made 
iu Paris.” “My trousers!” “Yes, sire; 
pardon me. bat your trousers are out of 
fashion.”—San Francisco Argonaut. 

Strang« KOecta of Eitr«w« Cold. 

Dr, Moss, of the English polar expe¬ 
dition of 1875-7, among many other 
things, tells of the strange effects of the 
extreme cold upon the caudles they 
burned. Tho temperature was from 35 
to 50 degs. below zero, and the doctoi 
says he was considerably discouraged 
when upon lookiug at his candle he dis¬ 
covered that the tiauie “had all it could 
do to keep warm.” It was so cold that 
the flame could not melt all of the tallow 
of the candle, but was forced to eat its 
way down, leaving a sort of skeletou 
candle standing. There was heat enough, 
however, to melt odd shaped holes iu 
the thin walls of tallow, the result be 
inga beautiful lacelike cylinder of white 
with a narrow tougue of yellow flame 
burning on the iuside and sending out 
many streaks of light into the darkness.
